(meth)acrylate is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record, 
Kubo (US 2002/0198403 12-2002). since Kubo does not teach distillation of the 
product piior to treatment with ion exchange resin to recover catalyst. The instantly 
claimed processes are therefore patentable over the teachings of Kubo the closest 
prior art of record.
